STATSPEC 4 Coneluszions in the report on the recent session 
of the USSR Supreme Soviet, on propagenda analysis, do not agree 
with OCI views. OCI fears that wide distribution of such a report 
atimuletes excessive speculation, and, by leaving some readers with 
unverrented conclusions, imcreases the confusion and uncertainty which 
already existe concerning the internal Soviet political situation. 
Some spesific examples follow: 


@ In esonsidering Malenkov's status, we find saying STATSPEC 
thet "his decline in stature is evident,* and "it seens y thet 
Malenkov was directed t> make....statements in the name of the Central 
Comittee.” Even wore questionable is the statement that "there is 
an evident de-emphasis of the consumer goods program." Yet despite 
these statewents, the report reaches the conclusion that the recent 
meeting "was less significant" than the August 1953 sesricn. We be- 
lieve that generalized appraisals of the Soviet leadership problex 
are not justified on the basis of two propaganda speeches. Ve hold 
that no estimation of the Soviet consumer goods policy car be uade 
from these two brief statements. 


OCT believes that FEB ors ty0is of the difference 
in approach between Malenkoy and ev on the government reor- 


ganization is greatly exeggerated. Attemting to show pergonal 
rivalry by contrasting Malerkov's statement, ~ "we became convinced", 
with Ehrushchev's “exrerience has shown," and characterizing this as 
Yenoterte verbal sperring™ between these two sen represents, in I's 
opinion, unsound analysis.
